community, complete not only 
with synagogues and Jewish cen- 
tres but with its own network of 
schools, hospitals and social ser- 
vices. 

Although much of this effort has 
been subsidized by the state, the 
original impulse has always come 
from the community itself. 
Perhaps it was the congenial 
Jewish milieu, too, that bred 0 
much literary creativity, in both 
Yiddish and English, as evidenced 
in the names of A.M. Klein, 
Mordecai Richler (of Duddy 
Kravitz fame) and Saul Bellow, 
also originally from Montreal. 

Canadian Jews in general have 
remained more attached to thelr 
ethnie origins than their U8. 
brethren — they are by and large 
“closer to the boat’ — and 
nowhere is the attachmenl 
stronger than in Montreal. And if 
Canadian Jewry can take pride in

THE AUTHOR of: this peculiar 
argument was Paul Unterberg, 
the only Jew on the Parti 
Quebecois’ executive committee. 

At a luncheon at the elegant 
Chez Pierre restaurant, however, 
Unterberg appears to be a rather 
likeable man, The host is Jean- 
Marie Lepage, director of 
relations with Africa, Asia and the 
Middle Hast in the Quebec

On the way back to his office, he 
lets out that he has been to Israel 
twice, staying both times at a kib- 
butz.

IN THE MATTER of anti-

Calmly and authoritatively, 
Lepage lays down the general line 
that Quebec's minimum demand

Canada's Premier Trudeau. As 
for Levesque, he is firmly in the 
saddle, representing the party's 
vital centre, and there is no 
danger of his ouster by either 


It ian't that there is no antl- 
Semitiam in Montreal, says this 
cool academic, but it is surely no 
worse now than in the past, when 
French opponents of the military 
draft in two world wars would cry, 
“4 bas la conscription” and follow 
{t up with, “A bas les Juifs.” 

The present Jewish panic in the 
face of the PQ's takeover is large- 
ly self-induced, says Rotstein. 

His study on the campus is 
cluttered with a sheaf of papers 
and articles on a subject that hag 
long engaged his attention: 
Canada's liberation from its pre- 
gent thraldom, both economic and 
cultural, to the U.S. 

It should come as little surprise 
that Prof. Rotstein was one'of the

A 8OMEWHAT similar scntiment 


-may be heard in another part of 


Toronto, at the Holy Blossom 
Temple, one of the biggost 
Reform centrea in North 
America. The speaker is the 
former senior rabbi, who now 
carries the title of Senior Scholar, 
Dr. W. Gunther Plaut, 

* Author of a dozen books, the 
stringy, German-born rabbi is a 
glutton for pubile service. He is 
currently national president of the 
Canadian Jewish Congress, and 
receives his visitor in his Temple 
study just befor rushing off to a 
‘meeting of the Ontario Human 
Rights Commission, of which he is 
a vice-chairman. 

There are, states Dr. Plaut with 
scholarly precision, four types of 
nationalism. One is the German 
type: mystico-religious. The se- 
cond is of the U.S. variety: 
pragmatic-existentlal. (‘We're 
simply the beat, and we're proud 
of it."") The third is the Canadian: 
an historical type. (‘‘We're not 
necessarily the beat, but {t's all 
right with us, and we'll keep 11..." 

The fourth type of nationalism, 
says Dr. Plaut, is the messiantic- 
salvationist, which 18 Immune to 
rational argument and which is 
common to Quebec and Israel. It 
says, in effect, ‘‘We want our 
culture to survive, and we just 
won't allow it to be squelched."’ 


SUCH BRACKETING of Jewish 
and. Quebecois nationallam — ad- 
mittedly a minority opinion in the 
community — rousea Judge 
Givens, of the Canadian Zionist 
Federation, to indignation, even 
when he recalls that it was 
Levesque himself who once 
attempted it. ‘How can you even 
compare the two?” he protests. 

Tn the final analysis, though, it 
all boils down to the very 
pragmatic question, 1s the 
Quebecois veraton good for the 
Jews? 

In weighing his anawer, Ber- 
nard Finestone, of the Montreal 
Insurance firm, Abbey, Finestone 
and Associates, Inc., agrees that 
“the regime has done nothing to 
the Jews.'' That does not 
necessarily mean it is good for 
them. 2 

The first Jew to have been 
elected president of the Montreal 
-Board of Trade, of which he is now 
honorary chairman, Finestone is 
proud of being a fifth-generation 
Quebecker, ux vrai Quebecois. He 
knows his subject. ¢ 

He draws a sharp distinction 
between PQ theory and practice. 
The theory, or fdeology, is plain 
dreadful. The party platform 
reminds him of Mein Kampf, and 
Dr. Laurin, its leading exponent, 
of Dr. Goebbels. 

But performance is something 


else. Not that it deserves any high 


grades either, but at least 11 has 
not justified fears Unat the pe- 
quistex would violate demucratic 
norms. Eeonomicalty, though, it 
is pretty disastrous. 

Finestone I not nearly as 
eritieal as Ghislain Dufour, the 
executive director of Quebec's 
Conseil du Patronut (E&mployers' 
Assoclation), who views the 
regime as determinedly anti- 
business, and hell-bent on 
socialism. Still, he is critical 
enough. They're acting like 
economic idiots, he says firmly. 
With the highest minimum wages 
and the lowest productivity of all 
Canadian provinces — and with 
necdless acts of nationalization 
still looming — how do they expect 
to keep capital from leaving 
Quebcc, Iet alone promote new In- 
vestment? 

Meanwhile, Finestone himself 
is sticking it out. A small bilingual 
plaque on his desk silently 
declares hig Intention: ‘I'm 
staying" on one side, "J'y Reste”’ 
on the other, 


SO IS MONTREAL tycoon Samuel 
Bronfman, an outstanding 
henefactor of Jewish causes and 
of modern architecture. Although 
on the evo of the 1976 election ho 
throatened to pack up and leave 
should the pequistes — ‘a bunch 
of bastards trying to kill us" — 
win the poli, he has eaten his 
words, and, whatever he may be 
doing with his millions, he himself 
is staying put. 

So too, despite initial alarums, 
are most Montreal Jews. But the 
community, one Is told, is growing 
increasingly elderly and its vitali- 
ty Is being sapped. Young people 
in business and the professions 
are moving out — to Toronto and 
Calgary in central Canada, or to 
Memphis and Miami in the U.S. 
South. They no longer, except for 
a hanéful, go on aliya to Israel. 
That would require a different 
sort of motivation. 

There are no precise statistics, 
and some Jewish leaders have ex- 
pressed concern about the 
publication of exaggerated 
figures. But the Jewish General 
Hospital, the pride of the com- 
munity, is being emptied of its 
Jewish personnel. This ia one 
straw in the wind, Another is the 
constant drop In real eatate values 
in Jewish areaa. 

Jews Lend to leave both because 
they are Jewish and because they 
are au fond ‘English. They see 
no gain for themselves in an in- 
dependent Quebec, only loss and 
deprivation. In fact, they see dis- 
tress and discomfort coming 
already. They realize that the 
“francification’' of Quebec will 
not significantly abate even if 
Clauds Ryan, the Liberal leader, 
wins the next election. And an 
anti-Semitic outbreak, even 
though not a present danger, jaa 
distinct threat. 

Deputy Godin is aware of the 
disquiet among the Jews in his 
very own riding (district) of Mer- 
οἷον. His dentist has told him that 
if there is any violence, the Jews 
will be the first victims. ‘We're 
the seapegoats,"' he said. But he is 
wrong, says Godin. The firat ta 
suffer, if anything happens, will 

be the “bosses,'’ meaning the big 
capitalists, whereas the local 
Jews are small businessmen. 
Rather poor conaolation this.

Sifting the centuri δ 


PROF. NAHMAN AVIGAD has just completed the equivalent of 40 work years of archaeological exploration in a non-stop 
decade of activity in Jerusalem’s Jewish Quarter, and is about to take a long-delay 


‘PROFESSOR Nahman Avigad 
was looking forward, early in 
1969, to his first vacation in five 
years. But from the looks on the 
faces of his colleagues that day 
around the table of the 
Archaeological Council board- 
room, he knew it was not to he. 

Today, 40 work years later, the 
72-year-old archaeologist is look- 
Ing forward to that same holiday 
as he concludes the excavations 
In Jerusalem's Jewish Quarter 
which his colleagues had thrust 
upon him. 

Avigad crammed 40 years of 
work into a decade of life in which 
most men pass into retirement. 
He foresook the normal digging 
season of two months or less a 
year and carried on in the fleld for 
elght months a year. He went to 
hig headquarters to do sorting and 
cataloguing only when the rainy 
season turned the excavation 
areas to mud. 

His finds have fundamentally 
altered what we know about an- 


- ¢ient Jerusalem and have enabl- 


ed us for the first time to feel the 
breath of daily life in the vibrant 
city of the Second Temple period. 


MUCH OF the Jewlsh Quarter 
was in ruins when Israelis return- 
ed to It after the Six Day War. But 
for the archaeologists the 
devastation opened unexpected 
possibilities. While there had 
been some archaeological probes 
Inside the Old City during the past 
century they had heen on a very 
small scale and confined for the 
most part to the area around the 
Temple Mount and the city walls. 
Now one of the principal residen- 
tial areas of ancient Jerusalem 
lay open for exploration. The 
Jewish Quarter waa the site of the 
Upper City of Second Temple 
times, the neighbourhood in 
which the aristocracy and priests 
were known to reside. Avigad, 
with his vast experience and 


-Yeputation for meticulousnoss, 


was the natural choice of the 
ee authorities for the 


The task was the most challeng- 
ing of hia long career and he ex- 
pected to face two or three years 
of intensive work. But the

Kenyon, who dug on Mt. Zion, 
part of the western hill, and failed 
to find any evidence of occupation 
during the First ‘Temple period. 

However, the idealists, as 
Avigad termed them, preferred 
to believe that Jerusalem of the 
First Temple was a large and 
vital city which had burst the 
bounds of Canaanite Jerusalem 
and spilled over onto the western 
ridge. But there was no evidence 
to support this view, 

Shortly aftor excavations got 
under way, Avigad began finding 
ample evidence of settlement 
from the Firat Temple period. It 
was not clear, however, whether 
the houses whose remains he un- 
covered were within the walled 
eity of the time or part of a 
acaltered suburb whose residenta 
would take shelter within the 
walls of David's City whenever 
trouble threatened. 

In 1970, Avigad hit a seven: 
metre thick wall, plainly the foun: 
dations of a city wall. It was for 
him the most exciting flnd of the 
decade-long excavations; for he 
was abie to identify It as being 
from the First Temple period, 
probably the &h century B.C.E. 
With that, the century-old dispute 
was resolved — almost. 

While Kenyon conceded that 
the wall clearly established that 
the First Temple city had includ- 
ed part of the western hill, she 
betieved it to be only a small part. 
Avigad, however, is convinced by 
the logic of topography that the 
wall embraced the entire western 
hill including Mount Zion, outside 
today's city wall. 

In the 65-metre length un- 
covered, the wall is seen to run 
right across an existing building 
and Avigad believes the wall was 
hastily bullt, probably by King 
Hezekiah, at the approach of the 
Assyrian army of Sennacherib 
about 700 B.C.E. At the same 
time, Hezekiah was diverting the 
waters of the Siloam Spring from 
the Kidron Valley through a 
tunnel so as to prevent access to 
them by the besiegers. His horoic 
defensive efforts were to save the 
city. 


VIVID EVIDENCE of another 
siege, this one with a disastrous 
erid, wag found by -Avigad in a 
deep excavation just south of 
David Street. Four Babylonian 
arrowheads dug out of the dirt 
next to the burnt remains of an 
Taraelite defence tower were the 
firat evidence ever uncovered of 
the destruction of First Temple 
Jerusalem in 687 B.C.E. which was 
followed by the exile of the aur- 
‘vivora to Babylon, 

In addition to echoes of such 


. great biblical trials, Avigad un- 


covered for the first time 
evidence of what dally life was 


like in Second Temple Jerusalem, 


at least for its upper claas. He 


found ‘elaborate villas, almost 
Pompelan in their sump- 


. ‘tuousness, but whose design 


obeyed Jewish laws from base- 
ment mikvot (ritual baths) to 
frescoes and mosaics which avoid- 
ed representation of human 
figures. The remains, Included 
those of two-storey villas, with 
1,200 Aquare metres of floor space.

‘The ἀεείγμοιοη of the city by 
the Romana in 70 C.5., after the 
great revolt, is clearly scen in 
“The Burnt House'’ and other 
remains bearing signs of that 
holocaust. 


EVERY LAYER of scttlement 
uncovered by the archaeologists 
ended with destruction, But the 
greateat destructive force, Avigad 
found, was not those who warred 
on Jerusalem but those who 
rebuilt It. “They didn’t just level 
the ruins and bulld on it,"' he says. 
“They generally removed the 
ruins, dug foundations and used 
the stones they found for their 
own buildings. [f despite thia we 
can still find what we have found, 
we have to be thankful." 

Avigad also shed much light on 
Christian Jerusalem with his un- 
covering of the remains of the 
Nea Church, one of the greatest 
edifices of the Byzantine world, 
and a long stretch of the Byzan- 
tine Cardo, the main north-south 
street through the city dopicted in 
the sixth century Madeba map. 


INDICATIVE of the respect paid to 
archaeology in Israel and to the 
importance granted to Avigad's 
dig In particular is the fact that 
the authorities held up building 
projects in the quarter whenever 
necessary in order to let the 
archaeologists explore the area. 
Bullding plang were often chang: 
ed In order to accommodate the 
flnds that were made. Most of 
these will be preserved under 
buildings, with access provided. 
In some casea, buildings were 
shifted in order to leave the find 
exposed. The First Temple period 
city wall, for instance, will be the 
centrepiece of a small plaza 
which had not previously been 
planned. 


FOR MOBT of the years he dug in 
the Jewish Quarter, Avigad con- 
tinued to teach at the Hebrew Uni- 
versity, where he headed the 
Archaeology Department for 15 
years. He retired from there only 
three years ago. ᾿ 

~ Never during the 10 years of ex- 
cavations did he take a vacation, 
says Avigad, not even for a 
weekend. The last vacation he 
had was in 1964, when-he spent a 
sabbatical as a visiting professor 
at Harvard. . 

Tn 1969, he had been planning to 
leave on another sabbatical, this 
time to complete a book, He hopes 
now to be able to get away for that 
delayed trip. abroad and a chance 
to finish the same book. 

Tt will not, however, be a full- 
fledged sabbatical, He now faces 
the arduous prospect of sorting 
out the finds of the 40 telescoped 
digging seasona and pubiishing 
them. With the assistance of his 
team, he hopes to complete the 
work in two or three years... ᾿

IN THE EVENT, St. John Gogar- 
ty went to live in Renvyle, at the 
western tip of Connemara.

I BEGAN my meal with an item I 
have not had for many years, a 
knish. For the uninitiated, a knish 
15. a sort of Ashkenazi boureka, 
pastry filled with meat, kasha or 
potatoes. The difference lies inthe 
type of pastry and the flavouring 
used in the filling, 

This particular knish was a 
“how long?" type. Whether you 
like it or not depends on how Jong 
you have been away from New 
York. If it’s less than aix months, 
don't try it. On the other hand, the 
cold spinach puree, which I also 


tried, was really exceptionally good. 

My companion began her meal 
with a selection of salads, in- 
cluding rather sweet grated 
carrots and marinated cucumbers 
which were a bit more tart. The 
eggplant salad was especially 
good, but a few items made with 
mayonnaise were more prosaic. 

For the main course I tried the 
schnitzel, a rather unfortunate 
choice since the schnitzels had all 
been fried with a heavy egg 
coating some time previously and 
were somewhat greasy when 
reheated. 

Far better was the goulash 
ordered by my companion, This 
was not really goulash in the strict 
sense, but rather braised meat, 
but {t was very good. With the 
meat, we received mixed cooked 
vegetables, a very nice melange

— and how to furnish it. 


SOME THINGS TO KEEP IN 
MIND WHEN LOOKING FOR 
AN APARTMENT. 

ΗΒ 8 race apartment hunter who 
finds exactly what he wants, and 
that applies in israst as clsawhere.

1, Exposures. Climate plays an 
important part In the quality of life 
in Isreel, and you have a aertain 
amount of control over it by ahoos- 
fing 8n apartment with the right 
kind of exposures.

Whather you plan to move into & 
fnew apartment or have an old one 
tanovated, thera may be 8 dolay 
between tho purchase and the date 
you can move in. Probably the best 
way to bridge this period is to rent 
a furnished apartment on ἃ short- 
term lease. These can be located 
olther through newspaper ads or 
through 8. real estate agent. If 
you've brought your own furniture, 
It can romain in storage. 


Budget Ideas for Furniahing an 
Israel Apartment 

This brings us to the question of 
how to furnish an apartment In 
(srael. The following suggestiona 
are intended to help make a three- 
room (two bedroom) apartment 
llvable on 8 very limited budget. Let 
us start with the living room. The 
laraelia call the living room Aadar 
orchim {guest room) or safon, both 
of which recall the European con- 
cept of 8 large room In which to 
recelve guests. Actually, this is en 
out-dated notion for which there ie 
oo placa in the standard size epart- 
ment for young families. What we 
should alm for, then, ia ἃ family 
room, In which guests eppear only 
occasionally rather than a room In- 
tended for guests. 

Starting from the bottom: the 
terrazzo tiles (ba/atot) are. qaully 
cleaned (washed) and lend ἃ cool 
feeling to the room during the long 
summer.

In considering what furniture to 
bring or buy. always keep the size 
of the apartment in mind; less is 
sometimes more. As for the sofa, 
centrepiece of the room, a sofa-bed 
will permit tha living room ta dou- 
ble up as sleeping quarters if need- 
ed. An inexpensive, do-it-yourself 
modal, fayoured by young people. 
consists of two thick foam rubber 
mattresses covered with a durable 
material, such as denim or cor- 
duroy, which ara sown together 
along one edge. Upright. it is 8 
sofa; opened, a double bed. A pair 
of bolsters and scatter pillows 
complote the sofa. All these in- 
gradients are easily available In 
isracl. 


Wall unit: Opan book shelves 
on wall brackets are popular in 
Israel. They took attractive abovo 
modular cabinets which ara ob- 
tainablo in various sizes and 
materials (including unfinished 
wood). These are recommended for 
storing, among other things, high-fi 
components and records, as wall 
88 a TV set (if it's not 4 large size 
model such as Israelis prefer). 


For a coffee table, a glass top 
on 8 wooden frame, or a slab of 


local marble on 8 stand, are among 


the easiest solutions. leracli-mada 
formica is on the market In many 
colours and patterns and can be 
used to cover tabla tops, chests 
and desks. A set of small folding 
tables will come In handy when 
serving guests.

{drop-leaf) shelf firmly attached to 
the wall can substitute. The 
bedspread should be of a sturdy, 
easily washable material. It Is best 
to use two bedspreads, one for 
summer and one for winter, 80 88 
to prolong the life of the material 
and also bring a welcome change 
to the room. 


The children’s room should ba 
88 practical 88 possible: regardless 
of how old the children are when 
you move in, the room should be 
able to grow with them. Thus, 
when the baby outgrows the crib, 
he should be getting a ragular-siza 
bed, which will serve until he is 
teady to leave home. Single bede In 
Israel usually are of the day-bed 
type, with provision for storage of 
bedding underneath. The seme 
shelves can hold toys for a toddler 
and books when the child grows 
older. Plastic bins of different sizes 
and colours are also racommended 
for storing toys and other 
possessions. A shelf on the wall 
can also serve 88 a table or desk; 
its height belng raised es the 
youngster grows taller. Another 
storage idea Is 8 square wooden 
box on wheels, which can be push- 
ed out of the way when not in use 
(under the desk or table, for in- 
stance).

Like Joyce, Bookelt 
hungered for fame and recogni: 
ilon. Yet since they have come his 
way, Beckett has proved to be one 
of the most reclusive, introverted, 
and intensely private writers of 
his stature. 

Deirdre Bair's blography ia the 
first ncholarly foray into Beckett's 
personal life. It 1a a massive work, 
an immense undertaking, and in 
many ways a notable achieve- 
ment, Originally a Ph.D, dissetta- 
tion, the book [8 sometimes pedan- 
tlc — with more than 1600 foot 
notes, mercifully placed at the 
end of the volume, Still, Bair has 
fashioned a remarkably coherent 
portrait of Beckett under the moat 
difficult conditions: without help 
from her aubject — though also 
without interforence — Bair has 
reconstructed Beckett's life most- 
ly through Interviews with hia 
friends and acquaintances, and 
from letters which have found 
their way into university 
Ubrarios. 

The portrait is hardly com: 
plimentary. Indeed, for most af 
the vook, Backett can only be 
deacribed aa an anguished but 
particularly self-centred and dis- 
gusting individual. Bigns of his 
humanity only aurface briefly 
during the Nazi occupation of 
Paris, And not until his mother's 
death in 1950 and the inatan- 
tancous success of Godof in 1953, 
does Beckett's fragile personality 
begin ta take on the maturity and 
minimal balance we expect in our 
friends, if not in owr artista. 

Beckett was born in 1906 In 
Dublin. His father waa a 
successful Protestant builder and 
contractor; his mothor was the 
headstrong daughter of a promi: 
nent Catholic industrialist. 
Beckett enjoyed a warm 
relationship with his father, who 
shored with both his sons an in- 
terest in sports and outdoor 
reoreation. His mother, May, was 
a cold, atrict woman, bitterly un-. 
fulfilled In her domestic role, But 
rather than tranafer her personal 
asplrations onto her sons, aha ex- 
pected them to saorifice as she 
had, and to follow thelr father 
dutifully into his business, Beckett 
refused, An honours student in 
modern languages at Trinity 
Collego, Dublin, he incurred his 
mother's digpleaaure by. frequent: 
ing Dublin's bohemian circles. To 
escape, he accepted a teaching 
position in Paris, where, with

several extended interruptions, he 
has lived most of hia life. 

The break from his family was 
never full, nor was it without 
cost. Beckett's multiple neuroses 
— apparently spawned in a love- 
hate relationship with his in- 
creaalngly hostile, domineering 
mother — erupted in a series of 
debilltating physical and 
omotional disorders. One of those 
spoiled progeny of the monied- 
classes who believe the world 
owos them a living, Bockett refus- 
ed to work for his father. Though 
he seems to have desplacd his 
family aa bourgeois, he depended 
on money from them for moat of 
his life. Indeed, with hardly any 
exception, Beckett never sup- 
ported himaolf financially until he 
was nearly 50 years old. 


THH FINANCIAL {fassue should 
concern ua because it preaccupled 
Beokatt. True, he suffered some 
privations as a result of his 
refusal to work, though these were 
always cushioned by the charity 
of his family, But despite his pay- 
chosomatic disorders and finan- 
celal difficulties, one can feel little 
sympathy for the young Beckett, 
His selfishness cannot be excused 
on the basis of hia art, because he 
was: writing. almoat nothing and 
publishing avon less, in the years 
before the war: nor oan his 


Wh 


egotism be pardoned as only self- 
destructive. The tremendous 
burden his brother had to shoulder 
after the death of thelr father — 
overworked during the day at the 
family business, studying for his 
professional Heence at night, car- 
ing for the mother, and supporting 
Beokett himaelf — finally struck 
Frank down with the same sort of 
nervous diseases that afflicted 
Beokett. And yet Beokett, living at 
home again in Dublin, never 
offered to help; instead he spent 
his days In long walks through the 
Irish countryside or visiting 
friends, and returned to Paris as 
soon as he could get away. 
Much of Beokett's time during 
these early years in Paris was 
spent as an errand boy for James 
Joyce. In failing health and 
eyesight, the latter was com- 
pleting the text of Work in 
Progress, which he published just 
before the war as Finnegans 
Wake. (Joyce himself was quite 
an egotlst, though of a more sym- 
pathetic and eccentric variety, He 
‘was convinced, for example, that 
the early. battles of World War I 
‘were merly diversions intended to 
-distract, the world from recogniz- 
ing Finnegans ‘Wake as the 
greatest novel ever written.) 
Beckett was delighted to be 
Joyce's flunky, and aped his 
master's appoarance and 
mannorisms. Unfortunately, 
Joyce's unstable daughter con-: 
ceived a great but unrequited pas- 
sion for Beckett, and when it 
became necessary to break with 
the daughter it meant also break- 
ing with the father. Joyce and 


Beckett wore later reconolled, but 
nover again achieved their former 
intimacy. 

Joyco’s influence left ita mark 
on hfs younger countryman. Even 
after the acclalm he haa received 
for his plays, Beckett has said that 
his most important writings are 
the trilogy of Joycean novels he 
wrote In French after the war: 
Molloy, Malone Dies, and The Un- 
namable. ΤῊ is not almply an ar- 
tist's misjudgment of hia work; 
rather, it Js an expression of 
Beckett's desire to surpass his old 
master. 

Beckett's concern with the ex- 
ternal world was short-lived. 
Prompted by the Nazi occupation 
of Paris, Beckett found himself a 
central figure in an underground 
organization, but this ended even 
before the war did. Beckett 
returned to his writing with new 
vigour and interest, and entered 
on his most productive decade. 
The trilogy, Watt, and Waiting for 
Godot were ail written during the 
19408. 

Beckett was still a little-known 
avant-garde Irishman writing in 
French when Waiting for Godot 
was finally staged in Paris in 1953. 
Yew of his works, long or short, 
had ever been published, and fin- 
ding someone to produce Godot 
was as difficult as finding 
someone to publish his early 
prose. Niven after Roger Blin, a 
director, took an interest, it was 
years before he could find the 
money and a theatre to produce It. 


BECKETT turned to drama as a 
light diversion, between writing 
the second and third volumes of 
the trilogy. In hia Dublin daya, 
Beckett had been attracted by 
both the theatre and cinema, but 
little had come of it at the time. 
When he began to write Godot, 
Beckett knew almost nothing 
about the craft of the theatre; the 
vague stage directions he provid- 
ed in that first effort contrast 
sharply with the precision in his 
later plays. Nor did Beokett think 
the finished play was all that 
good, He turned it over to Suzanne 
Deschevaux-Dumeanil, with 
whom he began living before the 
war, and went back to his other 
writing. Suzanne had taken it:on 
herself to find a publisher for 
Beckett's prose and now a 
producer for the play. But for 
Beckett, as he wrote to a friend 
shortly after finishing Godot, his 
writings “go out into the usual 
void and I hear little more about 
them." 

Beokett was to hear more about 
Godot, of course. After a series of 
miscarriages; the play opened.ina 
small theatre in the French capital. It 
was a shoe-string. production, and 


the barencaa of the stage 
aggerated the alrangocess the 
play to its first audience, Their 
reaction was outrage mixed with 
self-deprecating humour: accord. 
ing to one account, Parislany 
went to the play '‘juat to be Bhleto 
see that scandalous impertinence 
with thelr own eyes and to belna 
position to say at the next 

that they had actually been the 
victima of that outrage." 

But not everyone wag outraged, 
Influential French eritics 
recognized Godot for what {t ta: 4 
new sort of drama that captures 
the spirit of our times. And the 
acclaim of these few soon brought 
the play to stages throughout 
Burope. At the age of 47, Beckett 
finally achieved the succesa he 
wanted so much. 


THE REST of the story is better 
known. Godot was followed by a 
series of plays, ineluding 
Endgame, Happy Days, Play, and 
Krapp's Last Tape, Each, in ity 
own way, js different and impor- 
tant. Beckett's exploration ag- 
tablished new boundaries to be 
destroyed and overcome in each 
of his succeeding plays, Since the 
early 1960s, however, Beckett haa 
written little. He has a need to 
contro! his own work whenever 
and as much as possible, and this 
hag resulted in hia personal in- 
volvement in many of the produc 
tions of his plays and in his own 
translations of much of his writing 
— time-consuming ventures. 
For most of us, the value of a 
literary biography 1s as an ald to 
understanding a writer's work. 
With Beckett this is especially 
true, and not only because his 
works are notoriously obscure. 
Like Joyce before him, Beckett 
found nearly al} his material in his 
own life and the lives of those with 
whom he had close contact. His 
fiction, poetry, and playa all use 
and re-use biographical detalls 
and recurrent, personal themes. 
These are filtered through 
Beckett's subtle and often troubl- 
ed mind, and changed by the dic- 
tates of his art. Bair's biography 
will serve as an important key to 
many of the mysteries in hia work. 


A FINAL note: as Bair mentions, 
two Israeli productions of Godot 


have been singled out by Beckett © 


for special comment. One, the 
first Hebrew production, hé 
described asa perhaps the moat 


faithful staging of the play in - 


which he wasn't personally in- 
volved.. A second — the un. 


authorized first all-female. 


production ever — was a complete 
disaster to Beckett, made worse 
by the fact that he was legally 
powerless to prevent it.0

Although I know this transjation 
has been much criticized 
clsewhore and jis not Mra. 
Comay's responaibility, 1 cannot 
resist giving examples that ex- 
aaperated me most. In The Song 
of Songs, "Ἴ am black but comely, 
Ὁ ye daughters of Jerusalem" 
becomes “I am very dark, but 
comely, O daughters of 
Jerusalem... Do not gaze at me 
because I am swarthy.”’ And ‘'His 
mouth is most sweet: yea, he is 
altogether lovely’ is updated to: 
“His speech is most sweet, and he 
is altogether desirable,"” And in 
Proverbs, “And why wilt thou, my 
son, be ravished with a stpahge 
woman, and embrace the onan 
of a stranger?"* is discarded for 
“Why should you be jfifatuated, 
my son, with a loose,voman and 
embrace the bosom/of an adven- 
turess?""

His opening essay 
is a psychological analysis of joy 
and responsibility as these are 
generated by the study and fulfil- 
ment of the Halacha. Hlsewhere, 
he deals with its freedom and 
apontaneity, individual and com- 
munal. 


HARTMAN. styles himself a 
“halachic man," but he 15 hardly" 
a religious behaviourist. 
Halacha, he says, shares its ul- 
timate goal with’ Maimonidean 
philosophy — the disinterested 
love of God. Maimonidean 
scholars have repeatedly 
declared that tt is {mpossible to 
reconcile Maimonides the 


philosopher, for whom the in- p 


tellectual contemplation of God is 
the highest, good, with 
Maimonides the halachist, for 
‘whom the performance of mitzvot 
is the ultimate imperative. Indeed, 
in his famous parable of different

above the Talmudist. Shocked by 
this evaluation, one rabbinic 
commentator .declared that the 
chapter In which this parable oc- 
curs was never written by 
Maimonides; and !f he did write 
it, it deserves to be burned. 

Our author suggests a recon- 
cillation, but he is more ingenious 
than convincing. Hartman admits 
that his suggestions are not based 
on the dominant strand in. 
Talmudic thought — which [5 anti- 
metaphysical — but rather on 
minor threads in the Talmudic 
web. On the one hand, he writes, 
the Law [8 authoritative since it 
ultimately stems from Sinal, Yet 
the Law must stand before the bar 
of human reason and answer to 
the human condition. 


Hartman recognizes the: 


spiritual and moral risks of 
legalism. As he points out, the 
Talmudic fashioners of the 
Halacha were themselves well 
aware of the dangers and,accord- 
ingly created categories of con- 
duct that went beyond the 
parameters of. the Law. However, 
ost-Talmudic halaéhista, such as 
the Tosafists, sought to bring such 
matters within the ambit of the 


Law, lJeaving virtually nothing to: 


persona! decision. . “ 


ONE of the major problems of the 
modern .halachist derives from 
the fact that most Jews in our 
time do not live by. the Halacha, 


How, then, can the Jews com- 
mitted to Jewish Law form a com- 
munity — the basic mode of 
Jewlah living — with those who do 
not accept its binding character? 

In a Jewish State, interestingly 
enough, the problem is un- 
avoidable. In the Diaspora, it 
could be deterred by withdrawing 
into & separate Orthodox: com- 
munity. Hartman rejects this self- 
imposed isolation, favoured by 
Neturei Karta and the like, for it 
goes hand in hand with turning 
one’s back on the modern world 
and all ita works.. Far from dis- 
daining the dominant philosophy 
of his age, Maimonides, the 
author's model, sought to ¢a- 
tablish a synthesis between it and 
Judaism. Again, community is 
indispensable; personal, in- 
dividualistic salvation is essen- 
tlally. foreign to Judaism. A self- 
encapsulated halachic coterie, 
isolated from the general Jewish 
community, is a contradiction in 
terma. 

In an illuminating essay, 
“Halacha as a ‘Ground for 
Creating a Shared Spiritual 
Language,” the author argues 
that community is possible with 
seqular Jews. In a word, Hart- 
man's halachism 18 open-ended; 
open to the modern world and 
prepared to meet ita challenges. 


WHILE Maimonides is his model 
for halachic man, Hartman is well 
aware of others no less authentic 
and no leas committed to the 
Halacha, -men who differed 
radically with Maimonides. Thua, 
he writes: ‘‘Forms of Measignism 


which undermine human effort 


and which focus exclusively on the 
intervention of God in the creation 
of & new nature... are (not) com- 
patible with the fundamental 
thrust of halachic spirituality." 
Nachmanides surely qualifies as 
an halachic man, yet his concep- 
tion of Messianism stands poles 
apart from that of Maimonides. 
(See Nachmanides commentary 
on Leviticus 26:6 and δὴ 
Deuteronomy 30:6, and his Sefer 
Geula.) 

One final qualification: accord-~ 
ing to Hartman, ‘Halacha, 
sought to bridge the gaps between 
social status and to weaken the 
barriers separating peddiars 
from scholars and sainta.'' The 
statement ia misleading on two 
counts. The ancient Halache 
(Mishna Kiddushin 4:1) set up no 
leas than 10 classes of Jews and 
prescribed limits for marriages 
between them. Furthermore, the 
emphasis on. learning created a 
new aristocracy in Talmudic 
xoclety, the aristocracy of the 
learned, privileged to the extent of 
balng axempt’ from communal 
taxes. This aristocracy scorned 
the Am Ha'aretz so much ao that 
the Sagea warned agalnat marry- 
ing the daughter of an ignoramus, 
describing the iatter as an 
abomination. ὦ 

But fine points aside, any 
reader bent on understanding how 
traditional Judaism can respond 
to modern challenges and the new 
reality of a Jewish State, should 
give this book the careful reading

“TRUE SKATEBOARDING 
means soaring like a bird, stick- 
ing !o the wall like a fly, teaping 
effortiessly into the air. In 
skateboarding, you defy the taws 
οἵ gravity. Skateboarders are like 
bats that hang, head down, from 
the tops of treea. They race up 
concrete wails of xkateparks δὶ 
unbelievable speed. They hurl 
themselves up, up, ta the rim of 
the arena, feartessly, liberated, 
propelicd solely by their awn ef- 
forts ..." (Tranalation back into 
English from a book recently 
published in Hebrew.) 

“Skateboards develop balance 
and coordination. My kids have 
axed them for several years — 
with no aceldents."' (A

“I wouldn't let ray son have a 
skateboard for any money.”

EVERYBODY has his favourite 
skateboard story these days. The 
photographer who worked with 
me on this project recalis that 
Pred Astaire broke his wrist in ἃ 
skateboard fall on his 72nd birth- 
day. He also says that his own 
American colicge campus banned 
skateboards back in the 1900s 
after a spate of broken limbs — 
but it is generally believed that 
the skateboard was developed 
only in the 19702.

(the board, the wheels and the 
connecting trunk) ag separate 
units. This way, each person chooseg 
what suits his own needs, The 
three parts will Probably add up to 
between IL1,800 and 1L2,500 or 
more, including VAT. 

A true skateboarder “bites the 
wheels" to check their quality, 
Glora Nadel of Wings told me. If 
the polyurethane material snaps 
back quickly after you bite it, the 
wheel has good flexibility. 
Another pointer he gave me: it is 
safest to have them with “closed 
bearings’’ — 1.6. noi those in 
which you can see (and hear) the 
ball-bearinga spin around. 

About boards. The short ones 
are not necessarily meant for 
small children; they are designed 
mainly for faster, ‘'free-style”’ 
skating. For ordinary, level- 
ground skateboarding for 
beginners, Wings recommends 
the medium-length boards — 
which are about ΤῸ cm. (28 in.) 
long. While wooden boards are 
most popular, fibreglass ones are 
juat as professional, 

Safety accessories, also im- 
ported, are available at Wings —. 
TL170 for elbow pads, IL190 for 
knee pads, 11.800 for helmets. 

Wings do not have ἃ very high 
opinion of Israeli-made 
skateboards, but declined to go 
into detail. Other sports shops, 
however, seem happy to sell the 
local products. The most popular 


of these is Dov Geva's Gil Style, . 


which claims to be a copy of the 
better forcign ones. It is made 
mostly with local materials, ex- 
cept the raw material for the 
polyurethane wheels, which have 
closed bearings. 

A Gil Style skateboard, usually 
sold as a kit ready for assembly, 
has a recommended consumer 
price of IL1,280, including VAT, 
which makes it cheaper than the 
American importa which carry an 
80 per cent customs duty. The 
question is whether the quality is 
comparable. To my inexperienced 
eye it looks about the same. Gil 
also makes a smaller, cheaper 
model for about 1.800, but this ia 
temporarily out of production. 

One advantage of the local 
product, of course, is easier ser- 
vicing. Gil Style give a aix-month 
guarantee on almost all the parts 
and service is supposed to be 
handted through the shop of 
purchase. The ‘manufacturer 
works closely with a Tel Aviv shop 
called ‘Yam, Sport, Sha'ashua" 
at King George, corner of Rashi. 
Gil-Style is also sold at “Sport 
Gashash" on Frishman just west 
of Dizengoff, at ‘‘Sarit,’’ 190 
Dizengoff, and elsewhere. 

A much cheaper locally-made 
skateboard cailed “Til” sells for 
about 11,360. Its producer, who 
owns the Tel Aviv garage 
“Tyafon,"' says his aim was to 
produce a popular-priced 
skateboard, and admits “‘you 
can't expect to get the quality of 
an expensive product." It has a 
wooden board, aluminium trunk 
and rubber wheels’ with open 
bearings. The head of Skatll, the 
firm that markets it, denies there 
is any real danger of the wheels 
getting stuck during use. 

Production of the Til has been 
suspended at the moment and 
there is some doubt as to whether 
it wlll be resumed. 4 

Oren Metal Products Ltd. of Tel 
Aviv has alao begun to make some 
inexpensive skateboards as a 
sideline to its roller skates, the 
"David." 

Much ag I enjoyed researching 
this article, it had its limits. 1 felt 
that even atepping on 8 
skateboard was well beyond the

PARIS, Sunday November 14

"The Israel forces on the 
Southern front shall be delineated 
as follows — 

“Beginning at a point where the 
Octobor 14 truce Ilne crosses the 
Khafta-Julia Road, then south- 
east to Julis; then east to Ibdis, 
Jusely and Zelta to the October 14 
truce linea at Khirbet al 
Husseiniya; elsewhere, following 
the October 14 truce line. 

“The complete withdrawal of 
all military forces other than 
those maintained in Israe} 
settlements in the Negev for safe- 
ty purposes prior to October 14 
shall be made to points north of 
that Hne. 

“The provisional demarcation 
line of the Arab forces in the 
Negev is as follows — it leaves 
them a narrow corridor starting 
on the coast at the mouth of the 
Wadl Haai about eight miles north 
of Gaza and extending one and a 
half miles east of the main Gaza- 
Majdat Road and running parallel 
with the road from this point south 
to the Dgyptian frontier.
